100th  Graduating  Class  of  Grand  Haven  Senior  High  School 


High  School  Centennial 

The  Class  of  1976  is  the  100th  class  to  graduate  from  Grand  Haven  High 
School.  There  is  an  interesting  histor\'  behind  what  we  now  know  as  our  high 
school. 

The  first  so  called  high  school  was  in  a  white  three  story  building  on  the  cor- 
ner of  Sixth  and  Franklin  Street.  It  was  built  in  1871  and  it  burned  down  30  years 
later  in  1901.  It  had  served  as  a  school,  church  and  court  house.  The  next  building 
was  built  in  the  same  location.  The  high  school  was  on  the  upper  floor  of  this 
building  until  1922.  Central  Elementary  School  replaced  this  building  when  it 
burned.  The  third  high  school  building  was  located  at  Seventh  and  Franklin,  just 
behind  the  second  school.  This  was  the  first  separate  high  school  in  Grand 
Haven.  This  building  became  a  junior  high  school  in  1953,  when  our  present  high 
school  was  built.  The  third  high  school  was  later  torn  down  and  Central  School 
playground  is  located  there  now.  Our  present  high  school  was  dedicated  in  195  i 
and  has  served  us  for  the  last  22  years.
